Draft Amendment 
For rules 7 , 9 and 10 of the said Rules the following rules shall be substituted , 
respectively , namely : 

" 7 . A candidate selected for appointment to the Service by direct recruitment 
shall , from the date on which he reports for training as u Cantonment Executive 
Omcer in Class I (Grade II ) or in Class II, be rcquired to be on probation for a 
period which shall not ordinarily exceed 2 years. During this period he shall be 
required to undergo such course of training in Cantonment and Land Administration 
as may be prescribed by Government for a period of not less than six months . 


9 ( ) If, in the opinion of Goveroment, the work or conduct of an omicer on 
probation is unsatisfactory or shows that he is unlikely to become efficient , Govern 
ment may discharge him after apprising him of the grounds on which it is proposed 
to do su and after giving him an opportunity to show cause in writing before such 
order is passed . 


( b ) If at the conclusion of the period of probation an officer has not passed the 
departmental examination mentioned in clause ( 1) of rule 8 , Government may , 
in its discretion , either discharge him from service or , if the circumstances of the 
case so warrant, extend the period of probation for such period not exceeding one 
year as Government may consider fit. 


( c ) On the conclusion of the period of probation Government may confirm the 
officer in his appointment, or, if his work or conduct has in the opinion of Govern 
ment been unsatisfactory , Government may cither discharge him after apprising him 
of the grounds on which it is proposed to do so and after giving him an opportunity 
to show cause in writing before such order is passed , or extend the period of 
probation for such further periods as Government may consider fit. 
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10 . If no action is taken by Government under rule 9 the period after the 
prescribed period of probation shall be treated as an engagement from month to 
month , terminable on either side on the expiration of one calendar month s notice 
in writing , provided that the otcer shall have no claim to confirmation ."

- Commencing from the junction of the Railway Godown Road and 
the Cantonment Boundary between Boundary Pillars Nos , 27 and 28 , along the 
Cantonment Boundary through Cantonment Boundary Plllars Nos , 28 , 29 , 30 and 31 
to the junction of the Grand Trunk and Faridkot Roads, thence to the West along 
the Grand Trunk Road to Octroi Post No . 7, thence to the South to Bazar Area 
Boundary Pillar No. 13 , thence to the South - Eastern corner of the Gowalmandi 
Arez, thence to the West upto a point at a distance of 14 feet towards the South of 
Ilouse No . 251, Gowalmandi, thence to the South - Western corner of the Gowalmandi 
Area , thence to the Bazar Area Boundary Pillar No. 13 , thence West -wards to a 
point at a distance of 10 feet towards the North of House No. 229 , Old Lascar Lines , 
thence to the North -Western corner of the Civil Cernetery , thence to the junction of 
Bazar No . 1 and the Grand Trunk Road , thence along Bazar No . 1 to the South

Southern . The Southern boundary starts from the Begam Bridge on Abu Nala 
and runs due West , along the Nala upto the Bridge carrying Carlappa Street over 
the Nala From here due North along Cariappa Street and Bruton Street upto the 
B , C Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 6 . From this point duc West and South along 
the boundary of B . C . Bazar upto the intersection of B . C . Bazar boundary with 
Centre Street, B . C . Bazar . From here it runs due West and North -West alone 
Centre Street . Race Road and Abu Nala upto the Railway Bridge on Abu Nalā 
near Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 10 . 
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Western . - Commencing from the Railway Bridge over Abu Nala near Canton 
ment Boundary Pillar No. 10, due North along the Cantonment Boundary via 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos . 9 / C , 9 / B . 9 / A , 9 , 8 , 4 and 3 upto Cantonment 
Boundary Piller No, 1. 


Ward No. IV 

Northern . - - Starting froin the Railway Bridge on Abu Nala , near Cantonment 
Boundary Plllar No . 10 , the boundary runs due South - East along Abu Nala , Race 
Road and Centre Street , B . C . Bazar upto the intersection of the B , C . Bazar 
Boundary with Centre Street, From here due North and East upto B . C . Bazar 
Boundary Pillar No , 6 . 

Eastern . From B . C . Bazar Boundary Pillar No . 6 due South -East and South 
along Bruton Street and Carlappa Street upto the Bridge on Abu Nala . 

Southern . From the Bridge carrying Cariappa Street over the Abu Nala , due 
West along Abu Nala upto the bridge carrying Race Road over Abu Nala . From 
this point running due South , a little distance upto the crossing of Race and Circular 
Roads, and thence due West along Circular road upto the Railway level crossing

No. 32 and ruris due West , along South - End Road upto its junction with the West 
End Road . 

Western , Starting at the junction of South End Road with the West End Road . 
the Western boundary runs duc North , along West End Road , upto its junction 
with Police Street. From here , the boundary runs due East upto the Saddar Bazar 
Police Station , wherefrom it turns due North , along the Saddar Street and the 
Western Boundaries of Dholki Mohalla , Dalmandi Mohalla and Noonia Mohalla 
upto the crossing of Kabari Street with Church Street.
